IS IT FREE? 


A Kindergarten Designed for the 
Poorer Classes. 

A subscriber writes to Tax Trisuws to com- 
plain of the methods of the Free Mission Kinder- 
garten recently opened in the Sunday-school 
room of the Michigah Avenue. Methodist 
Church. The writer states that subseriptions 
for its support were obtained upon the repre- 
sentation that it was to be a free mission 
kindergarten for the education ot children 
whose parents cannot afford to send them else- 
2 but that out of forty or fifty pu pils 

ow composing the school only three are really 
subjects for a free mission kindergarten, that all 
the remaining number belong to families living 
in the neighborhood of the church, and some 
of them are from the wealthiest families along 
the boulevard. It is also stated that through 
the admission of these rich children some of 
the poorer class, who are the ones for whom 
the school was understood to be organized, 
have been excluded from its privileges for 
want of room. c 

The school in question is under the control 
of the Chicago Free Kindergarten Association. 
one of the Vice-Presidents of which is specialiy 
interested in the Michigan avenue school. 
This lady was seen yesterday by a reporter for 
Tur TRIBUNE in regard to the charges made 
against the new institution. She stated in sub- 
stance that no class of children was excluded 
from the school on account of their condition, 
and that no fees were charged cither 
the rich or the poor, though volun- 
tary contributions were received from 
any who chose to make donations. She said 
that the school was under the same rules which 
governed the other kindergartens of the asso- 
clations but that a mission kindergarten in 
this locality, Thirty-second street and Michigan 
avenue, would naturally bring out a different 
class of children from those on Pacific avenue 
and other down-town places. Many of the 
children who dressed well and passed for chil- 
dren of wealthy people were not wealthy. The 
rich children, she said, could not be excluded, 
but she denied that they were in the majority. 


THE WHATHER-VANE. 


Which is to Ornament the New Board 
of Trade Building, 

A West-Side firm has nearly finished the con- 
struction of the weather-vane of the new Board 
of Trade Building, This ornament is a good 
deal of a curiosity. It is nothing less than a 
complete model of a full-rigged schooner, made 
of copper and gilded. It is nine feet long and 
eight feet high, will weigh 300 pounds, and cost 
$625.

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A Kindergarten Designed for the 
Poorer Classes. 

A subscriber writes to Tar Trisune to com- 
plain of the methods of the Free Mission Kinder- 
garten recently opened in the Sunday-school 
room of the Michigah Avenue Methodist 
Chureh. The writer states that subscriptions 
for its support were obtained upon the repre- 
sentation that it was to be a free mission 
kindergarten for the education ot children 
whose parents cannot afford to send them else- 

ere, but that out of forty or fifty pu pils 
ow composing the school A wed three are really 
subjects for a free mission kindergarten, that all 
the remaining number belong to families living 
in the neighborhood of the church, and some 
of them are from the wealthiest families along 
the boulevard. It is also stated that through 
the admission of these rich children some of 
the poorer class, who are the ones for whom 
the school. was understood to be organized, 
have been excluded from its privileges for 
want of room. 

The school in question is under the control 
of the Chicago Free Kindergarten Association. 
one of the Vice-Presidents of which is specialiy 
interested in the Michigan avenue school. 
This lady was seen n by a reporter for 
Tun Trisune in regard t“ the charges made 
against the new institution. She stated in sub- 
stance that no class of children was excluded 
from the school on account of their condition, 
and that no fees were charged cither 
the rich or the poor, though volun- 
tary contributions were received from 
any who chose to make donations. She said 
that the school was under the same rules which 
governed the other kind of the asso- 
clations but that a mission kindergarten in 
this locality, Thirty-second street and Michigan 
avenue, would naturally bring out a different 
class of children from those on Pacific avenue 
and other down-town places. Many of the 
children who dressed well and passed for chil- 
dren of wealthy people were not wealthy. The 
rich children, she said, could not be excluded, 
but she denied that they were in the majority.

The speech made by Jim Dacey in the 


‘McHenry County Court in reply to the | 


question whether he had anything to say 
why sentence should not be passed upon him 


tor the murder of Ald. Gaynor was ut- 


terly inconsequential so far as it bore upon 
the trial; but it is michty interesting 
reading” just now so far as it relates to 
election frauds. Dacey was long one of the 
„Strikers of the Ninth Ward, which is the 
centre of the repeating and ballot-box stuff- 
ing in this city. He hada quarrel with the 
„gang.“ which eventually led to the shoot- 
ing of Ald. Gaynor, and he holds the 
“gang” responsible for his presecution and 
conviction. His impression is probably cor- 
rect to the extent that the workers have 
not made the efforts to clear him which they 
would have made if he had still been in good 
8 ing with their crowd and had not shot 
one of their own Aldermen. This explains, 
however, why Dacey was willing to make a 
sort of dying statement concerning the system 
of election frauds practiced in this city, and 
also shows that he is a competent witness. 

In addition to his statement about one in- 
stance in which he was employed to “* jos- 
tle” a Republican challenger while sev- 
eral hundred affidavits were stolen at one 
precinct, Dacey went on to say: 


The people have been defrauded for these 
last five years in the Ninth Ward, and they the 
„gang have all counted themselves in. 
They take the books from the City Clerk's of- 
fice, and they manipulate them. They put 
bunks in their basements, and they have from 
thirty to forty registered names when they 
have not an individual living there. They fill 
these places up two or three days before elec- 
tion. The police go to work the night before 
election and take in forty or fifty and lock 
them in the station, and the next morning take 
them out to vote. They would be drawn up in 
a line to vote by slips. 

There is every reason to believe that every 
word of this true. Dacey gives it away” 
because he thinks he has been deserted and 
injured by the men whom he has in the past 
helped to swindle the people at elections, 
His statement would be startling if it were 
the first intimation of the villainy he de 
scribes; but it is really suppleniental and 
confirmatory of previous evidence. Nine 
hundred fraudulent votes were discovered in 
a single precinct of the Ninth Ward, where 
Dacey and his companions operated. One 
hundred and thirty men were found who 
swore they voted the Republican ticket, 
while Democratic ballots Were credited to 
them when the count was made. Dacey has 
simply deseribed che methods which were 
employed to secure results which had already 
been demonstrated. 

There are still a number of Jim Daceys in 
the Ninth Ward and scattered throughout 
the city who have not yet quarreled with the 
„gang.“ They will be on hand the 4th 
of November next. .Their opportunities for 
repeating, for ‘* jostling” Republican chal-

HOW THE GRAND JURY IS ACTING. 

What is government good for when its 
machinery is used to defeat all the ends for 
which Governments are upheld ? 

That is the question which must press it- 
self with saddening force on every good citi- 
zen who reads the charges made against the 
last grand jury a few days ago and all the 
recent grand juries of this countys by Mr. 
Paxton, the general agent of the Citizens’ 
League. 

The facts stated by Mr. Paxton are start- 
ling. They need no sensational dress ta 
make them impressive. Through the grand 
jury alone, by immemorial law, can crim- 
inals be brought to trial. But the grand 
jury of Cook County is made up month after 
month for the purpose of protecting crim- 
inals by preventing their indictment. Crim- 
mals and criminals’ chums sit on the grand 
juries and mock honest citizens who come 
before them with evidence to bring law- 
breakers to trial, Ballot-box-stuffing black- 
legs elect County.Commissioners, and the 
County Commissioners complete the vicious 
circle by putting the ballot-box-stuffing black- 
legs on the grand jury to prevent outraged 
justice from laying its hands on the gamblers, 
thieves, pimps, vote-robbers, and @go-shops 
who are making for Chicago an unsavory 
reputation, To this pass has City Govern- 
ment of the people by the people come. It 
is a free Government, in which the thugs are 
free to prey on the decent people, and the de- 
cent people are fiee to grin and bear it. 

Every time the agent of the Citizens’ 
League goes before the grand jury to indict 
liquor sellers who have violated the law by 
selling to children or to helpless drunkards he 
finds, what? A grand jury stuffed with 
saloon bummers, low ward politicians, and 
frequenters of gambling-houses and worse. 
Often he finds on the grand jury men who 
have been convicted of selling liquor to chil- 
dren. Cases against such men have had to be 
continued several times because the offender 
was sitting on the grand jury. The last 
grand jury was fully down to the level of the 
average Cook County grand jury. A police 
officer testified that he saw two children 
drinking at Chris Kelly’s bar, but the 
grand jury found No bill.” One saloon- 
ist was charged with having sold liquor 
to a child and his father notwithstanding the 
protests of the wife and mother. The grand 
jury refused to bear the witnesses and found 


No bill.” Another salvonist of Calvary 


this city unfit for human use if the plain and 
imperative requirements of the law were en- 
foreed. That is a truth on which a much p:ore 
enduring tenement-houg reform can be built 
than on any philanthropic efforts of a Pea- 
body or a Citizens’ Association, tiho these can 
do a great deal of good. Theit sympathetic 
efforts can abolish only a few patches in the 
slums; but the poor who live in hired houses 
if they know their rights can compel every 
landlord to make his houses tight and whole- 
some. The Citizens’ Association could do no 
better service in this cause, of which it has 
declared itself the champion, than to publish 
on a fly-sheet for universal distribution a 
brief und clear statement of the provisions of 
the law for the sanitary regulation of tene- 
ment-housés. It should be put into German, 
Scandinavian, Polish, Bohemian, and other 
languages spoken nere. Michigan avenue, 
Dearborn avenue, and West Washington 
street have an interert in the abolition of 
physical and moral dirt in the outlying dis- 
tricts that is quite as deep as that of the un- 
happy sufferers themselves. 

Such a circular would show that the law 
makes these demands for the protection of 
tenants, and provides machinery for their en- 
forcement and penalties for their violation: 

Tenement-houses must be sufficiently 
lighted, ventilated, sewered. 

They must be kept in a condition of clean- 
liness and wholesomeness. 

No tenement shall be overcrowded so as to 
cause danger to health. 

Every house must have adequate closets 
and drains, and these must be properly 
lighted and ventilated. 

Every roof must be tight so as not to leak, 
and the water must not be allowed to drip on 
the ground so as to keep the walls, yard, or 
area damp. 

Where there are no sewers the yard shall 
be so graded that all water shall run into the 
street. 

Suitable receptacles shall be provided for 
garbage. 

Every tenement-house must be cleaned and 
whitewashed as often as the Health Commis- 
sioner shall require. , 

Houses unfit for haman habitation can be 
ordered vacated by the Health Commissioner. 

Every room in a tenement-house must have 
a window opening into the outer air, or must 
be connected with such a room by “a venti- 
lator of perfect construction.” 

The law goes into the minutest details 
with regard to sewerage, ventilation, light, 
the number of windows, the amount of air for 
each person. The penalties for violation of 
the law are severe. For ins@ance, any land- 
lord who neglects to provide suitable drain- 
age and plumbing for his houses is liable to 
a fine of $5 for every day of neglect after he: 
has been notified by the health officer to com- 
ply with the law. The violation of any of 
the 147 sections of the Health law is punisha- 
ble by a fine of $10 to $200 for each offense. 

Occupants of tenement-houses which are 
not kept in the condition of wholesomeness 
required by the laws can protect themselves 
by making complaint at the City-Hall to the 
Health Commissioner, whose duty it is to in- 
vestigate all such cases and to see that the 
law is enforced. The Health Commissioner 
has under his charge tenement-house inspect- 
ors to assist him in the work. Everything 
that can be asked for in the way of regula- 
tions, prohibitions, penalties, machinery, of- 
ficers for the protection of the inhabitants of 
tenement-houses is writ large and clear on 
the books of the law. No one need suffer 
who has the energy to demand protection. In 
addition % all these specific provisions of the 
ordinances, any person who is injured in per- 
son or property by the misconduct of his 
landlord can recover damages in a suit at 
law. 


EXPENSIVE FUNERALS. 

At least when people are stricken with 
grief at the loss of some beloved friend they 
should be free from the intrusion of the 
commercial traveler,” but there are some 
forms of business, zeal to which nothing is 
sacred. The heartless manner in which the 
tradesmen whose office it is to furnish the 

trappings of death victimize the mourners 

whose state of mind renders it impossible for 
them to question any expense that seems to 
be a tribute to the dead has led to the forma- 
tion of a Burial Reform Society in London. 
This society was alluded to without any su- 
perfluous warmth at the recent convention in 
this city of the National Funeral Directors’ 
Association. The abuses against which this 
society aims its efforts exist in part in Chica- 
go, as well as in New York and London. 
Fashion, which is heartless here as every- 
where, sets the example of a lavish and hol- 
low display the presentiment of which might 
well add a new sting to the death of the wise 
man who eschewed flummery when he lived 
and would much prefer that as little as possi- 
ble of his seanty estate should go to the un- 
dertaker. The worst of it is that this fashion 
grows more exacting the deeper it sinks down 
the social scale. It taxes the most ruinously 
the class who can least afford it. 

In these days, when there are so many 
men and women with yearnings for some 
mission by which they may transmute their 
philauthropic energy into a sfep, if only one 
step, forward by the race, it ohght not to be 
difficult to induce some to set an example of 
reform in the expense of burial. If the rich 
and conspicuous should take the lead they 
would be gladly followed by an increasing 
proportion of society from high to low. Peo- 
ple in cities like Chicago are too busy to go 
into a burial-reform society such as there is 
in London, But it is easy enough for those 
who see the real evil of the unnecessary and 
often crushing expense of funerals to express 
an authoritative preference for quiet burial 
that will be remembered by their survivors. 
The parade and ostentation of our interments 
have their xoots in the deepest affections of 
our naſhre, as the men who have cornered the 
coffin market and who take advantage of the 
moments of bereaved weakness well know. 
But tho derply rooted, these manners can be 
changed, and it would be of the greatest pos- 
sible service to the people if a reformation 
could be wrought. 

In New Tork the florists who make ita 
business ta furnish flowers for funerals have 
clerks for the sole purpose of keeping track 
of the notices. If the full names of 
the relatives of the, deceased cannot be ob- 
tained from these notices, the cireulars solic- 
iting o for flowers are sent direct to the 
name of dead person.. Homes where 
deaths hav occurred are immediately flooded 
with these circulars and are overrun by

funeral ceremonies, and if people would re-

ELECTION JUDGES IN THE TOWNS. | 


In.the towns of Cook County outside the 
city limits of Chicago the voters may to some 
extent protect themselves from the frauds 
projected by the County Board if their town 
officers will stand by them and do their duty. 
The law governing the appointment of elec- 
tion judges is as follows:

The County Board, in making up the list 
of partisan judges, disregarded the conclud- 
ing instruction of the above section of the 
statute, and made their appointments in the 
variqus towns as if there were no restriction 
whatsoever on their discretion. In this in- 
stance the Wasserman-Van Pelt gang over- 
teached itself. In every town in Cook 
County the Supervisor, Assessor, and Col- 
lector have severally the legal right to pre- 

t themselves at the polls in the respective 
precincts where they reside and act as elec- 
tion judges in case the County has 
failed to designate them as provided by the 
law. It is the duty of these town officers to 
take their places in the election boards at the 
polls and act with any two other judges who 
may have been appointed by the County 
Board. It ts the duty of the Republican 
voters to maintain and defend the lawful 
rights of the town officers when they ‘thus 
assert them, and to hand their ballots to 
the Supervisor, Assessor, or Collector when 
one of these is present, insisting ‘that 
such officer shall see them deposited in the 
ballot-box and counted. If the town officers 
shall in every case persist in acting as judges, 
and in that capacity scrutinize the ballots, 
keep tally, and helpin the counting of the 
votes, itis possible that a part of the proj- 
ected frauds may be prevented. Unfortu- 
nately, the bulk of the trauds will be at- 
tempted in the city precincts where all the 
judges appointed by the County Board must 
be accepted, and where the only protection 
against them will be through the diligence 
and courage of the United States supervisors. 
It is true the law covers the three towns 
which are comprised within Chicago, but this 
would give only nine men in all who have 
been improperly excluded from nearly 200 
voting precincts. Still these nine town offi- 
cers in Chicago have the same rights as 
Supervisors, Assessors, and Collectors of 
country towns, and they should assert them. 
The Chicago town officers are mostly Demo- 
crats, but they are probably fairer men than 
the bummers and roughs who have been ap- 
pointed judges by the County Board, and it 
is to be hoped that they also will serve in 
their various précincts. 

After the excitement of the election shall 
have subsided it will be well for the Citizens’ 
Association to aacertain whether the County 
Commissioners respénsible for the 
violation of the law in refusing to designate 
the town officers as-election judges may not 
be indicted for malfeasance. The Cook

AN INSULT TO WORKINGMEN. 

Buffalo Express: Gov. Clevolaud has allowed 
the labor clement of the State to be affronted 
in the person of its best representative, DavM 
Healey, late Chief Clerk of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Healey was about all 
there was to the bureau anyway, and bis re- 
moval is an ill-advised one in several ways. 

First, it cripples the workings of an institu- 
tion which laboring-men fee! is peculiarly their 
own and for the establishment of which the 
organized wage-workers of the State made a 
mighty fight. The country editor from Steu- 
ben County, who was Healey’s official superior, 
is a commissioner for political uses only, and 
it ha’ never even been pretended that he knew 
a wthing of the practical side of the branch of 
the public service whose nominal head he 
was. 

Second, the statement is made that the act 
which made Healey a martyr will cost the Na- 
tional Democratic ticket 1,000 votes in Albany 
County alone. In Mr. Healey’s own county of 
Monroe, where the disaffection among the 
Democrats is already so widespread as to be 
alarming, the ranks of the avengers will be 
even more largely swelled than in Albany.

THE PHYLLOXERA IN FRANCE. 

This year’s vintages in France are likely to 
be of quite exceptional excellence. A good 
vintage, however, does not, unfortunately, 
mean what it once did, the ravages of the 
phyllioxera during the last sixteen years hav- 
ing so largely diminished the number of the 
vines. A few figures will show what havoc has 
been made by this scourge of French vineyards. 
Fourteen years ago tmere were 2,400,000 be- 
tares of vineyards, and now there are not more 
than 1,000,000 hectares under cultivation. The 


production has fallen within the same period | 


from 62,000,000 to 30,000,000 of hectolitres. Not 
only has exportation become greatly reduced, 
but importation has to be resorted to for the 
supply of this country. Within only the last 
four years wines have been brought into the 


country from Spain, Italy, and Greece to the 
value of 1,000,000,000 france. Of 1,500,000 bec- 
tares devastated, not more than 20,000 hectares 
have as yet been repianted, which is not to be 
wondered at, considering that it costs as much 
to replant as the soil itself is worth.

The Baltimore & Ohio Will Not At- 


tempt to Do New York Passenger 

Business via Baltimore. 

Mr. C. K. Lord, General Passenger Agent of 
the Baltimore & Ohio, bas just issued the fol- 
lowing circuiar to connecting lines: Refer- 
ring to the Pennsylvania HKailroad Company's 
circular No. 266, giving notice that on and 
after Oct. 12 Its connection with the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad would be discontinued, and 
that local fares would be required on all busi- 
ness via the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to and 
from all points east of Baltimore, the Balti- 
more & Ohio hereby gives notice that from and 
after that date it will require (from connecting 
roads) its full rates on first and second class 
tickets as quoted to and from Baltimore 
on all business to points in or via either the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore or the 


Pennsylvania Railroad in either direction. The 


rates to Baltimore, Washington, and inter- 
mediate points will remuin as now to and from 
all poluts in the West. The only rates changed 
are those where the business goes over the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore or Penn- 
sylvan Railroad cast of Baltimore.“ 

This means that the Baltimore & Ohio will for 
‘the time being not compete for the Philadel- 
phia and New York business via Baltimore, but 
will only continue =prorating arrange- 
ments with its connections as far 
East as Baltimore. Thus far no 
action bas been taken by the Baltimore & Ohio 
to retalhate against the Pennsylvania, except 
the notice to Commissioner Fink that it would 
no longer consider itself 4 party to any of the 
pls or agreements ing Eastern passen- 
ger business. As at present ali Eastern pas- 
senger pools and agreements are off.“ and 
have been for s2veral months, that notice of 
withdrawal. by the Baltimore & Ohio amounts 
to nothing. But it indicates that the company 
will not become a y to any new pool or 
agreement until its troubles with the Pennsyl- 
vania have been settled. and it also indicates 
that the company means to cut the rates when- 
ever it may find it advisable todoso. As far 
as can be learned the Baltimore does not 
mean to make any particular trouble on 
New York rates, as by doing so it would also 
have to reduce rates materially to its principal 
points—Baltimore and Washington—and this 
would injure its interests as much as those of 
the Pennsylvania. It does mean, however, to 
open war on rates to all interior competing 
Pennsylivansia points, and particularly on 
Pittsburg business. 

New York, Oct. 11.—[Special.}—The sensa- 
tion in railroad circles today is the letter of Mr. 
Robert Garrett, President pro tem. of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Company, to Pool-Com- 
missioner Fink, giving notice ot the withdrawal 
of that corporation from all passenger poois 
because of the action of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
way Uofopany in cutting off the train service of 
the Baltimore & Ohio between Baltimore and 
this city. This is the first gun of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, and the rupture between the two great 
corporations is, in the opinion of leadmg 
railway men, likely to result in a gen- 
eral railway war, both in the freight 
and passenger business. It was reported this 
afternoon that the Baltimore & Ohio is prepar- 
ing to puton a line of steamers between this 
eity and Baltimore to carry freight, a move 
that indicates a breaking up of the freight 
pool as far as the Baltimore & Ohio is con- 
cerned. To prevent the n cutting off of 
its large express busin the Baltimore & 
Ohio officers have served an injunction at Bal- 
timore on the Pennsylvania Company, The 
lust train from this city on the Baltimore & 
Ohio account will leave on the Pennsylvania 
tracks this evening. 

Pool-Commissioner Fink said this afternoon 
that he had just received the official notifica- 
tion from Mr. Garrett announemg the with- 
drawal of the Baltomore & Ohio from the 
passenger pools. Mr. Fink did not think the 
company intimated war, and said the passenger- 
poois had been in an tnsettied state for 
a good while, but be did not believe 
the present relations existing between 
the companies would be disturbed. 
On the other band, it is generally believed 
that the Baltimore & Ohio will let slip the dogs 
of war Monday by opening up a lively com peti- 
tion in this city by selling through tickets to 
Chicago over the West Shore or Erie lines to 
Buffalo, thence via the Great Western Division 
of the Grand Trunk to Detroit, thence by the 
Wabash to Auburn Junction, Ind., and to Chi- 
cago by the Baltimore & Ohio's own line. This 
route is known as the Niagara Fails Short 
Line, and is sixty miles shorter than any other 
between New York and Chicago. 

Another phase of the matter is. that the 
Pennsylvania has all along refused to sell tick- 
ets to the scalpers, and that fraternity, which 
always sells tickets lower than the regular 
offices, is preparing to take advantage of the 
situation. Inquiries among the ticket-brokers 
show that they expect acut Monday of about 
$5 on the Chicago rate, which is now $20 on 
poo: lines and $16 at the scalping offices. Wall 
street brokers are excited over the gravity of 
the situation, and there is great curiosity to see 
what move Vanderbilt and Gould will make, as 
itis known that the latter is reinforcing the 
former in his opposition because his telegraph 
interests have been attacked by the Baltimore & 
Ohio managers. Meantime the Baltimore & 
Ohio is pushing the work so rapidly on its new 
hae between Baltimore and Philadelphia that

The company is also 
preparing to obtain a new route from this city 
to Philadeiphia in the event of its failure to 
secure train service over the Boundbrook route 
of the Reading Company.

This, he 
said, would not destroy the emigrant

GERMANY AND FRANCE. 
MUTUAL ADMIRATION OF THE TWO GREAT ENE- 
MIES. 

Loxpoy, Oct. 11—[Speeial. While there are 
still many sources of friction between Germany 
and France, the Prime Ministers of those coun- 
tries are, odaly enough, indulging in effusive 
mutual admiration. Premier Ferry, when he 
received Count Herbert Bismarck in Paris the 
other day, heaped upon him assurances of the 
very distinguished consideration which he en- 
tertained for his father, Prince Bismarck.

A Baker Furnishes Some Information 
on the Subject. 

Cu1caco, Oct. 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]} 
—In your article on “Cheap Wheat"’ in last 
Sunday’s paper you make a few serious errors 
which I bave no doubt you will gladly correct, 
and more particularly as your article was writ- 
ten for the information of bread-eaters. 

You say that the tost of manufacture, in- 
cluding labor, rent, and everything else except 
flour, might be put down at $2 per barret for 
the wholesale bakeries.” This could only be 
true in shops where men would have to work 
eighteen hours out of twenty-four and reovive 
for their labor $6 to $8 per week; but it is not 
In breadmak- 
ing, as in almost all manufacturing, labor is 
the largest item of expense. Moreoven you 
make no estimate of the cost of distributing, 
which ig a very important item. In shon, the 
cost of making and distributing will at no time 
be leas than $6 per barrel, 

Again, you say that an eighteen-ounce loaf 
of bread made of the finest flour and with 
dairy milk ig not dear at seven cepts per ioaf, 
but it is not by any means to be recommended 
as a substitute for the piain one-pound five

Then, again, as this bread is made with fresh, 
pure, full cream milk, it bas all of its nutri- 
tious qualities in addition. Nor is this all. Dr. 
Geoffry, an eminent French physician and 
chemist, finds the nutriment contained in one 
pound of beef to be seven dramsand eight 
grains; in one pound of bread to be four 
ounces and one dram, which would make the 
nutritive qualities of bread five times those of 
beef. Now, as a man buys eighteen and a halt 
to nineteen ounces of bread for seven cents, 
he bas about six times more nutriment for that 
amount than re would get in a pound of beef 
for 12 to 15 cents. 

If all this be true, and it cannot be contra- 
dicted, it follows that the bread which ts most 
palatable, of which the iaboring man and nis 
family will eat the most of, is the cheapest; 
beeause he gets the greatest amount of the 
nutritive qualities of the wheat, and because 
the more bread be eats the less beef or ex- 


| pensive meats, which contain only the propor 


uon of nourishment as to bread of one to five: 
that is, one cent’s worth of bread wil! do aim 
as much good as five cents’ worth of beef.

Next in order after the Walton Block came 
Yoe’s saloon, M. J. Thomson's harnessshon, 
Mrs. D. Kelley's millinery store, Moore Sisters’ 
dressmaking over M. J. Thomson's, John 
Rinkle's restaurant and residence, J. B. Law- 
rence’s eshoe-shop, Gibbs & Hutson's marbie 
works, and W. C. Tresize’s photograph gallery, 

At this point the fire reached Second street, 
which runs north and south past Ramsey's 
drug store, when its course in that direction 
was stopped. But while the fire raged furiously 
in the territory above named it was also sweep- 
ing eastward on the opposit side of the street, 
destroying the stock-yards and buildtug of 
Combs & MeDona!d, the dry house or warehouse 
of Walton Bros., containing a large quantity of 
grain, and the biacksmithshop of George 
Westervelt. 

From this point the fire crept along against 
the wind to the southward, first burning a box- 
car standing on the track near the mill, and 
from there to several corn-cribs south of the 
railroad»and thence west to the Odell Check- 
rower Works and Pianing-Mill. 

The lumber office of John Decker, and the 
commission store of J. R. Smith, both in Ar- 
cade Block, just across the street from the mill, 
were also destroyed completely. 

One of the most aggrayating features was 
the utter failure of the hand-engine to do 
service. In the first place there was no one to 
operate it, and when finally enopgh men 
had been obtained there was no one to super 
intend the working of it, and, lastly, when the 
engine was doing its best, it had avout as much 
effect on the tire as a good window-washer 
would have. A good engine properly manned 
would have saved everything except the mill. 

The mill was originally built by Benjamin 
Walton, brother of the Waiton Bros., who 
sustain such heavy losses in this fire, in 1878. 
It was destroyed by fire and rebuilt by Mr. 
Walton in 1879. Since that time it has narrowly 
escaped fire on several occasions, the last time 
previous to ite final destruction having oc- 
curred about eight or nine weeks ago. About 
six weeks ago Walton Bros. purchased the mill 
of Benjamin Walton, and have been operating 
it since to its fullest capacity. 


The fire when discovered was located in the 


cobs in the engine-room, and had gained such 
headway before anything could be done that 
there was no help forit. The wind, which was 
but a light breeze at first, increased until it 
blew a and the flames were driven along 
it a rapid destructive rate. There seemed 
to be a remarkable lack of disposition to turn 
in and put out the fire. Only a few did any 
active work. Thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property might have been saved with very ut- 
tle effort. The corn-cribs and checkrower 
factory on the south side of the railroad were 
uselesly destroyed. A little work there just as 
the fire started would have saved them,

A GERMAN SALOONKEEPER. 


Jupiter. 

CuiIcaGo, Oct. 6.—[Editor of The Tribune.}— 
During the last six years the planet Jupiter 
has been of more than ordinary interest to 
astronomers on account of an enormous red 
spot on his surface, which was first noticed in 
1878. 

Since September, 1879, this object has been 
systematically observed at the Dearborn Ob- 
servatory. In its early stages it was very con- 
spicuous, but during the last two years it be- 
came quite faint and at the last observation it 
was invisible in most telescopes. . 

We were, therefore, especially interested to 
know whether it could be seen again this year. 
For three months past the planet has been too 
near the sun for observation, and is not yet 
very favorably situated for carefal study. 
But the morning of Sept. 20 the planet was 
observed and a depression in the grent equa- 
torial belt Was seen directly north of the post- 
tion of the rei spot as ascertained by compu- 
tation, but as the seeing was not good the spot 
itself was not visible. At the next favorable 
‘opportunity, Oct. 3, the seeing was good, and the 
red spot itself was faintly visible, and its longi- 
tude agreed very closely with that obtained by 
computation, showing that it had been nearly 
stationary in the disk since last June. 

An approximate measure for latitude indi- 
cated, however, a drift to the south of one seo- 
ond of are, or about 2,000 miles. From 1879 to 
1882 our observations showed that the spot had 
a retrograde drift on the surface, thereby caus- 
ing the apparent rotation period of the planet 
to increase pretty uniformly from year to year, 
The rotation period in 1879 was 9h. Sim. 34s., 
„ oe it was 9h. 55m. 88. 48. 

observations made at the last a j 
showed, however, that the spot had wees te 
rest in longitude, the rotation period being 
identical with that obtained in 1882-1883, As 
the planet approaches nearer the carth all ob- 
jects on the disk will become more conspic- 
uous, and I imagine the great red spot will be 
seen without much difficulty. In the year 
1664 a great spot was observed on 
Jupiter by Hook and Cassini, situated south of 
the equator in latitude corresponding very 
nearly with the present object. This spot ap- 
peared and vanished eight times between the 
years 1665 and 1708. From 1708 to 1718 it was 
invisible; the longest time of iis continuing 
visible was three years, and the longest period 
a meg mdr — five years. 

am not aware t this ancient s has 
been ed in modern times, cl, ash is 
identifiéd with the one now under discussion. 
In view of the behavior of the present object, 
it seems to me probable that the systematic ap- 
pearance and disappearance of the ancient ob- 
ject was simply due to want of sufficient op- 
tical powers to see it when at its minimum 
brightness. 

The change in the brilliancy of the object 
may be due to à partial submergence under 
the dense atmosphere of the pianets. If the 
ancient spot is identical with the modern one 
it leads us to conclude that it is part of the 
solid body of the planet, being sometimes 
rendered invisible by a covering of clouds.

The only conversation was in refcrence to the 
explosion and how it occurred. Various con- 
jectures were heard, some attributing it to the 
escape of gas, others to the bursting of the 
heating apparatus in the department building 
or of the boiler of the engine used in working 
the derricks on the new building. An inspection 
showed that none of these causes had operated 
the work of destruction, and it soon became 
evident that that powerfal explosive, dyna- 
mite, must have been used to tear out witn 
such torce some twenty feet square of solid 
masonry in an open space without rvof or win- 
dows. 

Of course the National element and O’Dono- 
van Rossa’s followers were first in the minds of 
the public, but some dispelled such suspicious 
trom their minds, arguing that they could have 
no motive in biowing up the empty part of the 
house. 

Lieut.-Gov. Robitaille, the Hon. Robertson,

A SECOND EXPLOSION. 


While this was going on the party and the 
large number of people present were startied 
by another explosion. This increased the ex- 
citement and caused c general stampede from 
the vicinity. All kinds of rumors were put in 
circulation, and men rushed wildiy to and fro, 
every minute expecting to see further dam- 
age done. A equad of A Battery, un- 
der command of Lieut.-Col. Colton, was called 
out and aided the police in guarding the build- 
ings. No one was allowed to approach except 
those on official business. A more reassuring 
feeling set in as time passed and no more ex- 
plosions occurred, and about an hour atter the 
second explosion Col. Voht, Chief of Police. 
accompanied by local detectives and a gang of 
men supplied with picks and shovels, entered 
the buiiding by means of a ladder, scattering 
the débris in search of new developmets. Noth- 
ing suspicious was found, and the members of 
the Government resumed their investigauons. 


A POSSIBLE CLEW. 


The only evidence that could be ascertained 
was that a trunk or wooden chest was seen ly- 
ing in that portion of the building where the 
first exgiosion occurred, resembling very much 
the shape and sort of a chest generally used 
by workmen, being about four feet long by 
two and & half feet wide, made of wood and 
painted. There was no particular notice paid 
to it, as the men thought it had been placed 
there by the knowledge of the contractor. It 
was moved several times during the morning 
to make room for the men to proceed with the 
work, and was latterly placed by one of them 
at the window where the explosion occurred 
but a few minutes previous to his going to 
dinner. 

Some say the infernal-machine was in a 
leather bag and was covered by stoves. ‘The 
second explosion is involved as yet in mystery. 

TBE DAMAGE. ) 

The damage by the first explosion is consid- 
erable. A hole about twenty feet square was 
blown out of the wall on the third story. Di- 
rectly over the right-band entrance to the As- 
sembly Chamber, the most eastern extremity 
of the building, and about thirty-five feet to 
the right of where the Speaker's chair was 
situated, several cross-beam s were broken into 
splinters and tha walls on the other side 
cracked. 

The second explosion occurred on the north- 
eastern corner of the same building. The cor- 
ner stones forming the support of the building 
at the poluts were badly buiged, and it is 
doubtful whether it can be repaired without 
taking down the whole wall at this place. The 
peopie are indignant to think that their public 
money sbould be wasted in this manner, and 
the indignation runs higher every minute. The 
Government was only waiting for 
the completion of the buildings to 
call the House together tor the dispatch of 
business. The building had been so far ad- 
vanced that only part of the roof remained 
unfinished to complete all the heavy work 
about it. 

VARIOUS RUMORS. 


There are several rumors afloat regarding 
the cause of the explosion. Some of tne French 
employés of Charlebois, the contractor, were 
heard to say that it was done by dynamiters, 
while the prevailing opinion among the Irish 
section of the population is that it 
was done by a person or persons 
with a higher motive in view than could 
have actuated the so-called dynamiter. Some 
hint that the employés committed the 
deed with a view of injuring the contractors, 
but for what reason it is not apparent, as the 
contractor and men are said to have been on 
the best of terms. It is feared that should these 
accusations be carried any further the 
will cause serious trouble between the Frenc 
and Irish nationalities at present uniooked for. 


A REWARD OFFERED. 


The Cabinet met tonight, and after due in- 
quiry into the circumstances decided to issue 
a proclamation offering $1,000 reward for in- 
formation as to the outrage or its authors.

Fur- 
ther news of the outrage is awaited with great 
anxiety. In the meantime the Government 
has ordered a strict guard to be placed at 
Rideau Hall, the Parliament, and other Govern- 
ment buildings. The Governor-General and 
Lady ne are at present visiting Halli- 
fax, Nova Scotia.

This, you see, is 
a patent potato-bug extinguisher, and this a 
newly-invented electric rat-trap. This—but take 
a seat, sir, take a seat, and I willexpiain them 
all to you. My name js Boggs, as I suppose 
you are aware. These articles are all patented, 
and the patent rights belong to me. have 150 
agents already in my employ traveling all over 
the United States, and I need more. An agent 
who travels with such an article as one of 
these has struck the road to wealth, and don't 
you forget it,” and the bull-headed man heiped 
himself 1 to a pinch of snuff and 
made a slight pause. 8 

„But Jam not an agent,“ said the young 
man with the note-book. “I ama TRIBUNE re- 
porter, and I have come to find out all I can 
about agents—their manners and customs, and 
how they make their living.’’ 

The bald-headed man laid one forefinger 
alongside his nose and 142 to think. I 
will do the best I can,“ he said, dut there is 
not much to be told. There are perhaps 100,000 
canvassers or traveling salesmen in the United 
States. Of this number probably 50,000 are 
book-agents. You may, perhaps, imagine 
what a tremendous aggregate of conversational 
power is represented by 50,000 book-agents. 
Right per cent of the canvassers in this country 
are wowen, who are frequentiy Very expert at 
the business. Next to the book-agents, can- 
vassers of patent articles are the most 
numerous, This sort of canvassing has 
increased immensely during the last few years, 
for now almost all patented articles are sent 
out that way. Tea and coffee, silverware, and 
pictures—all sorts of pictures, from an oil- 
painting to a chromo—are extensively sold by 
traveling salesmen. The distinction, technical, 
between the traveling salesman and the 
canvasser is that former selis at 
wholesale 
at retail. 
agents usually confine themselves to a few 
articles, suchas books, photograph albums, 
corsets, siverware, and dressmaking charts. 
The books they sell are generaily of the sort 
known as light literature—the latest novels, or 
books of poems. Women do not eare to sell 
historical works, or heavy scientific books.”’ 


Is THERE MONEY IN IT? 


„About how much ean a good agent make 
weekly?“ 

** A smart man can average with a good sell- 
ing article $25 a week, but not more, except in 
rare cases. Concerns frequently advertise for 
agents promising $100 a week or 80; 
but it is only intended as a bait 
to get men to put their stock on the 
market. A traveling agent or canvasser 
sells on the installment plan or for cash. If 
he sells an article for cash be gets 40 per cent 
of the proceeds as his commission. If he sells 
it on the ipstaliment plan, by which 
the purchaser pays 80 much a 
month for the article, be gets 20 per cent 
when the order for the article is delivered by 
the agent to the firm which employs him. 
Goods are sent him by the firm C. O. D. for 
cash purchasers; the agent returns the full 
amount received, and out of that is given his 
commission. Agents are not allowed to sell 
goods for less than the prices indicated on the 
lists of the firm. They may. however, 
sell them at a higher price if they can, though 
it is not encouraged. The object of.the in- 
stallment plan is to enable a large class of poor 
people to buy articles at the regular retail 
price who would not feel able to pay that price 
in a lump.” 

Do not people frequently try to evade pay- 
ment after the first ſustallment?“ 

O, yes,” replied the bald-headed man, laugh- 
ing? we lose a good deal of money that way— 
perhaps 7 or 8 per cent of the gross amount of 
the sales by installments. We give people time 
to pay unless we think them dishonest, in 
which case we try to regain the article unpaid 
for. If we cannot get it back we put it down 
to profit and loss. There is very little dis- 
houesty, however, and in such cases a few 
threats will generally. bring them to 
terms. We find by experience that 
it is better to trust 100 people with 
$5 apiece Do fifty people with twice that 
amount. rtain classes of people are on our 
black list, and these we-never sell goods to. 
We never sell to hotel-waiters, barkeepers, 
laundry employés, or hired stable-men. 
classes are almost invariably unreliable.” 

Are not agents very extravagant, devil- 
may-care fellows? ’’ asked the reporter. 

They used to be somewhat notorious for 
their careless habits,“ replied the bald- headed 
man, but they are not so apy longer. Ten 
years ago a smart fellow could make a pile of 
money as a traveling salesman, but there are 
so many in the business nowadays that it is the 
hardest kind of work to make a living at the 
tra de. I wouldn't advise you, young man, ever 
totry it. Ifyou make a week you may 
consider yourself at the top of the prof 
and there are precious few who make that.” 


JOHN PLANEINTON. 


His Withdrawal from the New York 
House of Plankinton & Armour. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 11.—([Special.}—Mr. 
John Plankinton says the dissolution of the

THE ROTHBARTH CASE. 
WHAT THE SUPREME COURT ACTUALLY DB- 
CIDED. 

A statement about the Lehman-Rothbartb 
case was made in Tak TRIBUNE a few days ago 
which was incorrect in some respects. It ap- 
pears, from the opinion of the Supreme Court, 
that Rothbarth's title to the real estate is held 
to be good in him, free from any claim of Mrs. 
Lehman and her children. The apreement 
made by Mrs. Lehman with Rothbarth while 
they were husband end wife, with a view toa 
divorce, is set aside. The court bolds that the 
accounts reodered to the County and Probute 
Courts in the name of Mrs. Lehman as admin- 
istratrix and guardian are not the unts of 
Rothbarth, and do not protect him. these 
reasons the case is remanded, with directions 
to require accounts to be made by him. 
court does not decide that any fraud was prac- 
ticed by Rothbarth. 

The amount in controversy is not as large as 
heretofore stated. The court says the entire 
amount turned over to Rothbarth by Rosea- 
thal was $335,000, which included the whole of 
the money estate of Frederick Lehman before 
division between the widow the seven 
heirs. Of tnis the share of Mrs. Lehman was 
the 14th of April, 1876, $74,992, and the share 
of each of the five miner children the 6th of 
May, 1876, was $45,729. The principal of these 
sums. with considerable amounts of interest, 
was paid to Mrs. Lehman and her children, 
The only controversy is as to interest on a 
of the estate for a portion of the time, which 
may amount to nothing, and cannot in any 
event amount to a large sum.

THE RECORD OF WIVES WHO GREW TIRED OF

She made a 
good living by running candy stands at the 
Exposition Building and Chicago Museum. 
Last spring he demanded $200 under threats of 
killing her, but she put him off with $20 and 


told him to leave and never come back again.

the upper floors of buildings on such streets as

store floors. How erroneous such a conclusion 
is could be readily shown by an investigation 
of the facts. People passing the intersection 
of Clark and Madison streets would naturally 
suppose from the appearance of the shops in 
the buildings that the upper floors were leased 


tor office or business purposes of a legitimate 


nature. But the cold fact is that with the ex- 
ception of one or two buildings the upper 
floors are rented to persons who furnish 
them in the scantiest style and pay 
but little rent. A number of them are given 
up almost exclusively to gambiing, and others 
have top floors leased for living purposes at & 
nominal rental. You may think it strange, but 
the two upper floors of the buiiding occupying 
what is considered the most valuable lot in 
Chicago is, or was only a short time ago, 


leased to a woman who lets rooms at a price 
little in advance of what such quarters could 
be obtained for on Blue Island, Milwaukee, or 
Archer avenue. A building in the busiest part 
of Washington street has its upper floors set 
apart for roomers, who pay only a small rent, 
apd only a little further west on the same 
thoroughfare are at least two butidings the 
upper parts of which are devoted exolusivély 
to disreputable transient custom. There arc a 
score of build right iu the heart of the city 
which are rented to roomers, and which bring 
Only about one-half of the revenue which 
their location warrants. The main cause for 
such a condition of affairs is that the buildings 
are not made desirable for office purposes, and 
many tenants prefer to pay for desk-room in a 
comfortabie office rather than occupy quarters 
that can only be reached by climbing long and 
tiresome flights of stairs. Good business of- 
does are in demand, and will be for some time 
in the business centre. For the benefit of ten- 
ants I wish one-half of the office buildings in 
the new Board of Trade section could be 
placed about in the heart of the business dis- 
trict in the place of the ancient traps to which 
I have referred. If they were I believe few of 
them would remain idle for any great length of 
time. I don't think there is a first-class office 
building down-town in which there is an office 
for rent at a good price, and I wish that fact 
would induce more owners to improve the 
buildings they have or eise build now ones 
down-town, as some enterprising men are now 
doing. . 

“TI Bave heard it prophesied recently that 
down-town office rents would be leas next year 
than this. I don’t believe it, and I don’t see 
how the prophets figure it out. There are 
going to be mighty few new' offices in the cen- 
tre of the business district next year, and ten- 
ants will have only a few more to choose from 
than at present. The demand for room wii! as- 
suredly be larger, and I can therefore see no 
chance for a reduction in rents. Tenants of 
good offices will be anxious to re-iease them, 
and any which may now be empty will be soon 
snatched up. The alacrity with which tenants 
find their way into new and comfortable office- 
buildings has recentiy been demonstrated on 
Dearborn street, and I am told by the agent of 
another structure now belliding on the same 
thoroughfare that the tions have al- 
ready been sufficientiy nu us to insure the 
rental of the entire «@éructure as soon 
as itisfinished. 80 with the new Opera-House 
and every other building iu the office or busi- 
ness district that promises comiort and con- 
venience at a moderate rate. 

* When I look about me and see bow many 
buildings there are in the wentre of business 
without elevator accommodations I wonder 
that some enterprising elevator company 
doesn’t begin & missionary work in the field. 
There are few or none of the buildings so 
hastily erected after the fire in which elevators 
cannot be placed, and I am amazed that the 
owners are 80 blow to recognize the fact. That 
it would accrue to their eatiy and lasting bene- 
fit admits of no question. 

* I have for some time believed that an ordi- 
nance existed for the placing of street names 
upon lamp-posts. If such an ordinance exists 
it must long ago have been laid aside, for it is 
honored more iu the breach than the observ- 
ance. Few of the streets away from the 
main thoroughfares are marked as I sup- 
pesed was required, and every day many 
people are much annoyed by the neglect. There 
are few people who know all of the streets of 
the city, and when a stranger chances to en- 
counter an unfamiliar street he is compelled to 
make inguiry or run the chances ot going 
astray. It the ordinance which I bave sup- 
posed is in existence is not in force the sooner 
one of the sort is enacted the more convenient 
it will be for persons finding it necessary to get 
about the city. Ihave observed on Michigan 
boulevard that the South Park Congnissioners 
have seen ft to inform the public at every 
street corner of the name of that fine thor- 
oughfare, but they have negiected to record 
the names of any of the crossstreets. Just 
why so much trouble was taken in one direc- 
tion and none in another does not appear. The 
West Park Commissioners, I have observed, 
started out on the same pian, but as they trav- 
eled west they were more considerate, and now 
the public may know the names of cross- 
streets. 

By the way, I noticed a few days ago that a 
company had been granted a charter by the 
Secretary of State to carry on the business of 
guarunteeing real-estate titles. A similar con- 
cern has long done a thriving business in Phil- 
adelphia, and perhaps elsewhere, but just what 
such a company will be able to do in Chicago 
remains to be seen. As I understand it, the 
company assumes the duty performed usually 
by lawyers of @xamining titles, and in addition 
binds itself to be responsibie for any litigation 
that may arise after the purchase of the prop- 
erty in question. The Philadelphia company, 
I believe, also furnishes bonds, etc., for per- 
sous willing to pay for the same, and does a 
general loan business. I don’t know any of 
the parties mentioned as incorporators of the 
new company,and I am of opinion that the 
names given were those of mere figureheads. 
Iam told that such a concern ig capable of 
making a good reputation in the real-estate 
world, but it is quite likely that it will meet 
with determined opvosition from the legal fra- 
ternity, upon whose toes it will tread bardest. 

“I Bave recentiy seen a notice in the news- 
papers to the effect that one of the cemeteries 
would raise the price of burial lots, beginning 
with the first of the year. I don't know if the 
others will follow suit or not, but I do know 
that the time bas already arrived when a man 
of moderate means finds it inconvenient to die 
or have any of his foiks do the same: In view 
of the fact that there is much room for addi- 
tional cemeteries about Chicago, I wonder that 
some company is not organized with the pur- 
pose of affording unfortunate humanity an 
opportunity to to the beyond without fcel- 
ing that her n't ought to have done ‘it’ 
because they couldn't afford it. But seriously, 
there is need of a cemetery near Chicago where 
lots would be cheaper than they now are in the 
first-class resting-places, and I see a fortune in 
it for the men who wil undertake such an en- 
terprise.“

The promoters of the enterprise 
say that there are mauy practices in the pro- 
fession which the association of leading 
architects alone can change, and as the move- 
ment has received the indorsement of the lead- 
ing Chicago architects as well as those at a dis- 
tance success is assured, and the public will 
be benefited by knowing that there is an or- 
ganized body ot architects after their 
interests. The large amount of building in 
progress in Chicago at present makes it a pe- 
culiarly fortunate time for architects to visit 
the city. Architect Henry Lord Gay has volun- 
teered to defray the expenses of a place of 
meeting, and the visiting architects can feel 
sure of a hearty welcome from the home mem- 
bers of the profession.
